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SUMMARY OF PRESENTATION ON M-X 


Following appropriate introductory remarks by Dr. Richard D. 
DeLauer, Under Sbecseany of Defense for Research and Engineering, 
' Brigadier General Gordon E. Fornell, of the Air Staff M-X Office, 
will describe briefly the M-X missile and its program status. 

The first. R&D test flight, initially scheduled three years ago, 
is projected to take Place ‘on that schedule in early 1983. 

| General Fornell will then describe the four basing options that 
have received the most intense evaluations in recent months. 

They are to place M-X in existing MINUTEMAN Silos, in MINUTEMAN 
Silos with ballistic missile defense, in new superhard silos with 
wide spacing Sialiar to that of MINUTEMAN, and in new superhard 
“silos with close spacing. This latter option is called Closely 
Spaced Basing (CSB) and is the most promising candidate option. 
General Fornell will explain the CSB concept and the fratricide 


on which it depends. 


Major General Grayson Tate will then explain ballistic missile . 
defense concepts relevant to the second and fourth options for 
M-X deployment. He will spend most of his time on the defense 
that could be added to a CSB deployment when needed. He will 
explain how existing defense assets can be used effectively and | 
what long-term developments are needed to deal with worst case 


potential threat increases.
